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I, PAUL BONNEAU, JR. (often spelled Boneau) declare and state as follows: 

.J. The facts set forth herein are personally known to me, unless otherwise stated, and 
if called as a witness I could and would testify competently thereto under oath. 
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2. In 1 986, 1 was one of the principals involved in forming Stenticor International Inc. 
The other principals were my father (Paul Boneau Sr.), my brother (Michael Boneau), Karl Nigg, 
Dr. Rodolfo Di Massa, Dr. Simon Stertzer and Dr. Richard Myler. In addition to contributing a 
small amount of capital to the company, we all contributed our time and ideas. None of us were 
employed by Stenticor or received any form of compensation from Stenticor. 

3. Shortly after forming Stenticor, we each signed a Shareholder Confidential 

Information and Invention Agreement. A true and correct copy of the Agreement which I 

believe was signed by me is attached hereto as Exhibit A. ^ 

(NowExh. Dl) 

4. My primary role as a member of Stenticor was to machine and produce the stents 
conceived by Dr. Di Massa and known as the "Di Massa Sleeve." My father assisted with the 
original specifications and production, but later retired and left the production to me. 

5. We completed the machining and production of the Di Massa Sleeves at our family- 
owned businesses - Valley Centerless Grinding and Pegasus Manufacturing. Both companies 
were precision machine shops located in Santa Clara, California. I was the Vice President of 
Manufacturing for both companies. The vast majority of our business was the fine machinmg of 
parts for computer disk drives. We did very little work with medical devices. Our first 
company, Valley Centerless Grinding, went out of business in approximately 1986. Our second 
company, Pegasus Manufacturing, went out of business in October 1988. 

6. My brother, Michael Boneau, had very little background or experience in precision 
machining. Michael's position with the family-owned machining businesses was sales and 
marketing. I believe his role with Stenticor was contacting potential investors. 

7. At the first Stenticor shareholder meeting, in late 1985, 1 recall Dr. Di Massa 
discussing the need to come up with a different idea for the stent. Dr. Di Massa told us that the 
Di Massa Sleeve, which had a solid rigid wall, was difficult to introduce because it would not 
bend, and also because it had to be introduced surgically, rather than with a catheter. 

8. In late 1986 or very early 1987, 1 recall talking to my brother Michael about various 
ideas&r an expandable stent design. One of the designs we discussed at this time was a 
sinusoidal design. I suggested to Michael that we take a ring or a straight wire with a width of 
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10/1000 and bend it into peaks and troughs, so that it could be compressed and expanded. I am 
not sure where the idea of the sinusoidal design came from, but I am the one who came up with 
the idea of bending a straight wire or a wire ring. I suggested that we use the same surgical 
stainless steel and finishing technique currently being used on the Di Massa Sleeve. 

9. I do not recall having any further conversations with Michael about this until late 
1988 or early 1989, shortly after Pegasus Manufacturing went out of business. At this point in 
time, Michael called me and asked me if I could make 75-80 surgical steel rings which could 
then be bent into expandable stents in a sinusoidal design. Michael told me that he and Dr. 
Stertzer were going to take the stents to South America to conduct trial implants in humans. I 
called a friend, asked to use his shop, and machined 75-80 surgical stainless steel rings, which 
could then be bent to form the expandable stents. 

1 0. .After producing the rings, I went to Michael's home to work with him on creating 
the stents. We sat in Michael's garage and bent the stainless steel rings into stents, in a 
sinusoidal pattern, using a six-pin tooling device and electropoiishing them to a fine finish. The 
stents were made out of the same material as the Di Massa Sleeve, were hand polished to a .010 
micron finish, and then eletropolished, the same as the Di Massa Sleeve. 

11. The entire time we were making the expandable sinusoidal stents, I assumed that 
all of the work we were doing was for Stenticor. I was not aware that Dr. Stertzer had resigned 
from Stenticor and I believed the corporation was still active. Neither my brother, my father, or 
anyone else had told me the corporation was no longer in business. 

12. It was not until we finished making the 75-80 expandable stents that afternoon 
that I learned we were not making the stents for Stenticor. Michael told me that when he sold 
the stent he would give me 5% of the earnings. I asked him what he was talking about, as I 
owned 7.5% of Stenticor. Michael then said "this is all mine bro, not Stenticor , s." 

13. I was shocked and disgusted after hearing this from Michael. This idea was 
generated in late 1986 or very early 1987 when we were all part of Stenticor, I personally helped 
him mike the stents in late 1988 and, in my opinion, the idea belongs to Stenticor.

I vould like to thank you for your letter of April 11, 1986. I'm 
pleased to have the opportunity to continue a dialogue so ve mav 
put this situation behind us. 

I'll try to address- individually, the concerns you expressed in 
your letter; 

1. On March 24, 1986 the members of Stenticor International 
met at the home of Dr. Mylar. We discussed a few 
miscellaneous business items then the attention was 
focused on the fact that we had not yet received your 
signed Stenticor Nondisclosure Agreement. After much 
discussion between you, members of the Board, and Dr. 
Mylar specifically, you stated that you felt your 
problems were now resolved and that you would sign the 
agreement and have it to Carl Nigg on or before 

April 1 , 1986. 

2. For whatever reason, you believe that your nondisclos- ; 
ure agreement was different than everyone else's. I, 
personally , took it upon myself to review a copy of 
the agreement sent to you and the agreements signed 

by the other members of Stenticor. They are indeed 
identical, word for word. 

3. During the three year existance of CV? , the exact 
manufacturing process for the DiMassa sleeve was 
never revealed to you. It has never been revealed 
to anyone to this day. According to the agreements 
for both CV? and Stenticor, that process is to be 
treated as a trade secret. The process is only known 

.to those who need to know. The manufacturing process 
is now being documented and will be placed in the 
Stenticor records but, here again, only to be reviewed 
on a "need to know" basis.

4. You requested a copy of the by-laws of Stenticor. 
The by-laws are a standard format and are not written 
differently for Stenticor thaji any other business 
incorporated in the State of California, If you 
still feel it necessary to have a copy I will see to 
it that one be made available for you. 

5. You wanted a written reference recorded in the 
corporate minutes of the ways and means of obtain- 
ing" funds for the continuation of the project- At 
this tine, you are the only member that is insist ant 
and concerned about capital. We cannot implement, 
in writing, ways of raising funds if the Board has 
not yet deemed it necessary. 

6. In reference to your statement about discussing the 
CVP project' with Drs- Stertzer and Mylar, you, your 
self, and all other members of CVP agreed to talk 
with these gentlemen. Because of their importance 

in the medical community, we felt it was not necessary 
to bind them with any agreatient. 

7. Finally / you expressed concern regarding Michael Eoneau 
giving Dr. Stertzer a few o-f the DiMassa sleeves. Prior 
to this time, we had a verbal agreement with" Drs. Mylar 
and Stertzer regarding the confidentiality of this 
project. The sleeves you mention were not made of the 
proper material nor were they designed to be or capable 
of being implanted. They were simply model sleeves 
that we had used in the past. 

The sanctions you referenced in your letter were not directed toward 
you specif icallv. According to the Stenticor agreement and my 
responsibilities as president I was left with no alternative. As 
you know, this is an* important project and anyone involved, be it 
employees, partners, outside contractors, or consultants, will have 
to sign a nondisclosure agreement in order to protect you and 
Stenticor. The continued cooperation of Stenticor 1 s members is 
esstential for our success- 

I believe the above statements are true and factual and are open 
for further discussion, I would like to meet with you and Carl 
at your earliest convenience to resolve this matter so we may get 
on with our business.
